Columbus, Ohio, Dee. 10.—Preparedness by business to mobilize the 


resources of the nation as a measure of national defense was urged by 
President Wilson here today in a rinsing address before the Columbus 
chamber of commerce. 
His words were given added significance by the 


disputes pending between the United States and Austria and Germany. 


The president's address was applauded by a non-partisan audience 


of 1100 men, including many of the leading officials and business men 
of Ohio. While he had not written it out in advance, he had thought it 
over carefully. 
His theme was the statesmanship of industry. 


The president told the businessmen that it was impossible to separate 


business life. 
He declared that the two were inseparable. The history 


of business in the United States, he said, was tied up with the history 
of the nation. 
The need of ships to carry the commerce of the nation was dwelt upon. 


Since the war of 1812, he declared. The United States has purposely at- 
tended first to internal affairs. 
Some businessmen, he declared sought 


foreign trade, but many disregarded it. 
The banking and currency law passed during the present administra- 


tion was lauded by the president as a great aid to foreign commerce. 
Until it was passed there were hardly any foreign branches of American 
banks. 
. 
Repeating the idea expressed in his last message to congress, tne 


president said that he believed in liberty of all peoples. 
He declared 


aggressively that as long as he was president Mexico would be allowed 
to choose its own government. 
The president's words were frequently marked by applause. He spoke 


rapidly but carefully and used more emphatic gestures than usual 


"1 would not entrust the economic progress of the nation to a 


trustees," said the president. 
The European war, he declared had put the UnitW States in new re- 


lation to the world. This nation will have to be the reserve force of the 
world, he asserted. 
'. 
"It is imperative therefore," be continued, "that no obstacle shall be 


put in the way of American business." 
"Business has been set free by the new banking laws," he added. 
He spoke of the opportunities of Democratic America. 
"1 like to think of the boy in the gutter," he declared, "who will 


some day stand up and speak the voice of America."

Theatrical Press Agents. 


When the country people go 
to 


the city for a lark or a business trip, 
the visits to the theaters are a big 
incident in the outing. In city life 
play going is the real interest of life 
for many people. So it is that to 
many persons the theatrical press 
notices are 
the 
most 
interesting 


news in the paper. 
But all that 


glitters is not gold. 


In these days of publicity, the 


press agent is a powerful factor, 
whether it be in feeding out copy 
about automobiles, summer resorts, 
railroads, or the theater. The lat- 
ter field has always offered him the 
widest range 
for 
his 
exuberant 


fancy. 
Mow he does heap up the 


glowing superlatives 
in praise of 


many mediocre plays. 
He so fre- 


quently 
exaggerates 
that 
people 


spend their 
money 
on 
entertain- 


ments that don't come up to the 
promises made. They are 
disap- 


pointed, and next time are 
quite 


likely to go to the movies. 


Theatrical managers often defend 


this tendency to overstatement. They 
argue that a good play may be able 
to draw the crowd on its reputation. 
But a poor one has to be puffed sky 
high, or it would get no business. 
That is a poor way to build up per- 
manent patronage. 


The result of this policy is that 


people become very distrustful of 
theatrical press agent 
work, and 


will not believe it when even a good 
performance receives the laudation 
it deserves. 
Thus it happens that a 


great many admirable plays finely 
done by excellent companies lail to 
get adequate support. This is most 
regrettable. 
The 
spoken drama 


should be a deathless art, and there 
s a public loss of its fiqer mani- 
festations are not well supported. 


The press agent should bridle his 


warm imagination, and hold down 
lis flow of glowing words. Where 
ivery play is pronounced the great- 
st success of the season, the public 
>ecomes skeptical about the worth 
of all plays. When every farce is 
•ailed a screamer, the public con- 
ludes that none of them are funny. 
A policy of sincere frankness 
will 


pay in the long run in the theater 
Business as in every other field. 
Vlany theatrical press agents under- 
tand this perfectly, but many others 
do not.

The Russian Government wants 


to buy cannon. American manufac- 
turers of ordinance want the orders. 
Many difficulties are in the way for 
speedy closing of contracts. Among 
them is the shortage of skilled labor 
in the machine shops of the ord- 
nance companies. 
The 'Russian in- 


quiry now in the market is for 5000 
three-inch guns. Each gun requires 
2000 pounds of high grade nickel 
steel, and with the recoil mechanism, 
jackets, trucks and 
wheels, 
each 


piece of ordnance will weigh from 
5000 to 7000 pounds. 
(Delivery is 


asked during 1916, as may be con- 
venient for the ordnance manufact- 
urers. It is understood that even if 
the order 
were accepted 
now it 


would be March or April of 
next 


year before work could be started in 
the foundries and shops. 
It is es- 


timated that each piece of ordnance 
would coat from $7000 to 
$8000, 


which means the expenditure of from 
$35,000,000 to $40,000.000. The in- 
quiry comes from the foreign inter- 
est that placed the original contract 
for high explosive shells for Russia 
with the Canadian far and 'Foundry 
Company, which contract called for 
the expenditure of $83,000,000.

The Grocers and Meat Dealers As- 


sociation 
had a 
very 
interesting 


meeting last Tuesday night. After the 
regular business was transacted D. 
C. Metz read a very interesting paper 
given in part below: 


Mr. President and Brother Gro- 


cers: The last year has been a trying 
one on the grocer and meat dealer. 
Has it ever occurred to you the vast 
amount of money we loaned to public 
over and above the normal in other 
years? If we had any way of getting 
the figures it would amount to many 
many 
millions 
of 
dollars—the 


amount would be so great 
that it 


would be astounding. Many 
men 


•were out of work, or on half or quar- 
ter time, but they must eat. A per- 
son can make their old shoes do a 
little while longer, the old clothing 
•will do another year, if they must,. 
one smal tire will do to cook 
and 


warm by, bui man can not do with- 
out food for a single day 
without 


Buffering, and if it goes a few days 
or a week, death occur::. So you see 
•we had a great work beiore us, but 
have the people we befriended paid 
the bills since work ha= become bet- 
ter? 1 dare say that many have for- 
gotten our friendship and help, there- 
fore we should have better collecting 
laws. It should be a felony for a per- 
son to move out of the county 
or 


state without first paying, or making 
some satisfactory arrangement 
to 


pay for what he or his family has 
eaten. 
We should be protected the 


same as the 
hotel 
and boarding 


house; I can not see the difference 
it makes where a man gets his food. 
If it is against the law to beat 
a 


hotel it should be against .the law 
to beat a grocer or meat dealer. But 
some say why do you sell on credit? 
Why not sell for cash? 
If we 
had 


sold for cash the past year the dis- 
tress would have been appalling in 
this country-—the charities could not 
have coped with the situation. The 
conditions would have been as bad, 
if not worse, than in the warring na- 
tions of the old countries. 


The public could help us in many 


•vrays—the good, honest man is not 
respected as he should be; the dis- 
honest person should be spurned as 
a robber and a thief, which he is. 


The ministers in 
our churches 


could help us very much, if once in 
a while they would preach a stingini 
sermon on paying bills, and honesty. 


A few months ago I heard a min- 


ister say to his congregation that he 
•wanted"some money for missions, 
but he added, "If any of you owe the 
grocer or butcher we do not want 
your money." A few such remarks, 
or a good sermon on paying bills 
would help our cause vastly. 
This 


should not 
be 
necessary 
in 
the 


churches, but I am sorry to say net 
all church members 
pay for what 


they eat. 
We are often accused 
of 
over- 


charging, and the high price of liv- 
ing. The papers and magazines have 
had many articles on the public deal- 
in? direct with the producer. What 
a chaos this would produce in every 
day life and how soon prices would 
be much higher than they now are 
The grocer is the watch dog for the 
public; it is he who buys as cheap 
as possible, and the best the market 
affords, and he studies the distribu- 
tion, or delivery 'system to a fine 
art. 
Last year when so much was 


said about the high price of living, 
the National 
Grocer's Association 


sent John M. Green, 
the national 


secretary, to the old countries to in- 
vestigate prices and the cost of dis- 
tribution. 
Mr. Green's report was 


that we in the United States distrib- 
ute goods cheaper and better than 
any civilized country on the globe. 


According 
to 
Bradstreet's 
and 


Dunn's reports, but five per cent out 
of every one hundred of the small 
dealers make any 
money, the bal- 


ance, or 95 per cent, just make a 
living, or go to the wall. 
This is 


not a pleasant picture to look upon 
my brother grocerymen, and it does 
not look as if we received mofe than 


IB coming to us. If we consider that 
the running expenses of a grocery 
are from 16 to 23 per cent of 
the 


sales, the actual profits from 2 to 4 
per cent, under the best* conditions, 
is it any wonder that «o many of our 
so-called cut price stores go to the 
wall, and beat 
the 
honest, 
well- 


meaning 
wholesaler 
out 
of 
his 


money? 
Some of the 
public 
have 
been 


misinformed, or have a wrong con- 
ception of our association. We stand 
for the uplifting of trade, to elimin- 
ate trade abuses, to put our business 
on a better and a higher plain. 


Our constitution forbids making 


prices either in selling or buying. 
Any member can trust 
whom 
he 


pleases—we give him the opportuni- 
ty to find out who is deserving and 
who is not—it is up to him to choose. 


Our commercial men of the past 


were not of the best—many gambled 
and drank, and were of a low char- 
acter; today we have the best men 
in the 
land on the 
road; 
men of 


character, honest, sober and indus- 
trious. 
To close my admonition to my fel- 


low grocers is this-—be honest 
and 


upright in your dealing—get a liv- 
ing price for your goods—no more, 
and the public in general 
will be 


with us.

ind chine, while on the table itself 
deviled turkeys' legs, homemade sau- 


es, cutlets and kidneys sent up a 


mi n sled and grateful incense from an 
uvironment of piles of hot buttered 
to-ist. new laid eggs, honey and fru- 
menti. 


But this repast, substantial as it was. 


was trifling as compared with the din- 
ner—the real dinner—that followed not 
many hours after. The feast was her- 
ilded by the boar's head, preceded by 
servitors who blew resounding flour- 
ishes on their trumpets. 
The boar's 


head itself was carried, sometimes on 
a dish of gold or silver, into the ban- 
queting hall at the head of a stately 
procession of guests. 


Ti "n came the peacock, which was 


serve,, oven more sumptuously than the 
Ijoar's head, with its garnishing of rose- 
mary and bnys and its tusks orna- 
mented with large apples. This is how 
they used to prepare the peacock for 
the feast: When it had been roasted and 
dressed with a stuffing of sweet herbs 
end spices and basted with the yolks 
of eggs It was sewed into Its feathers, 
Its beak was gilded, and it was borne 
to the dining hall by dames of high de- 
gree, accompanied by tbe strains of 
minstrelsy. 


Other features of the old time Christ* 


mas dinner included Reese, turkeys, 
capons, pheasants, sirloins of beef nitd 
hauucbos of venison. That these were 
washed down with gallons of ale and 
wine goes without saying. Indeed, an- 
other story might be written of the 
liquid clement f>f Hie <>M English din- 
ner* —TJnrper's Weekly.

VEUY year the little green bay- 


berry caudles are scut as luck 
bringing gifts to an even 
greater extent tlum during 


the past few holidaj seasons. The rca 
son for this is that the people M ho re- 
ceived them the past jear or two—and 


ho did uot?—thought that they really 


did seem to bring them good fortune; 
hence this increasingly r.ipid growth of 
the caudle's popularity as a substitute 
for the conventional Christmas card 
or as constituting in itself an unpre- 
tentious little gitt symbolizing every 
good wish. 


But, while a great many people both 


send and receive bayboiry candles as 
gilts, tbere are but few who know 
wbeuce they come or why the luek su- 
perstition is Inseparable from them. 


The candles, or "dips,"' as they were 


first called, are the product of a re- 
vii ed industry started a few years ago 
in the old Massachusetts towns of Deer- 
ticld and Ilingham and in the kitchens 
ol the Cape Cod people, all of them 


ing tlie old pewter or tin molds that 


have defended in the families from j 
i I'onial ti'nes. 
Old southern villages 


lu\e not as jet realized the opportuni- 
ty offered its women in this revived in- 
dustry, although the ba;. berry candles 
•were made by the early settlers iu all 
the coast colonies \\here the berries 
grew, never beinz found inland. 


As to the ori-rin of the good luck 


idea, we peek it in vain among colonial 
ohronicle^ a* applied to the candle 
itself. Vet from times far earlier the 
bay tree and the laurel -were consider- 
ed sacred to good fortune, and it Is

from this immemorial belief that we 
miibt trace the picseut day faith in the 
values of the ba\ueirj caudle. 


The bay is a species of laurel, and as 


poets r>nd ^dors v\ere crowned with 
the laurel or the bay, -n ishmg them long 
life and happiness, so is the same w ish 
conveyed m the bestowal of a candle 
made of the waxen berries borne by 
the sacred ties 


Bayberry dips are al^o made as well 


as the molded candles. The^e dips are 
smaller and less e^ en in shape and 
show us how candles were made by re- 
peaiedly dipping the wiclcs in the melt- 
ed wax of tha bayberries and drying 
each layer till the dip was of proper 
size. That was before molds were in- 
troduced, early In the eighteenth cen- 
tury. 


To accompany a bayberry candle one 


should send in the little box in which 
it is daintily wrapped a card on which 
is printed, in red and green lettering, 
the legend. 


ON CHRISTMAS EVE. 


A bavberry candle burnt to the socket 
Brings luck to the house, 
Food to the larder 
Anil gold to the pocket. 
When these cards are not to be found 


the luck rime may be written on the 
back of one's visiting card and wrap- 
ped with a caudle, but in that case it 
must not be forgotten that the in- 
closure of writing necessitates extra 
postage. 


Their color, a soft olive green, blends 


beautifully 
with 
other 
Christmas 


decorations, and they burn With a 
steady flame, emitting a delightfully 
pungent fragrance, and they are con- 
sumed evenly all around without mak- 
ing unsightly gutters or ridges of wax 
down the sides as ordinary candles do. 


From New England comes the tradi- 


tion that if io'^rs separated by dis- 
tance each lights a bayberry candle In 
honor of the other at the same hour 
the aroma or incense arising from the 
burning wick will drift in the direc- 
tion of the absent one: hence the 
candles make a strong appeal to young 
people of romantic temperament. 


A candle must be presented to you, 


not bought by yourself, in order to In- 
surq good luck, and you must not light 
your own; that must be done for you 
by some other person, not necessarily 
the donor. 


Christmas eve is the time for burn- 


ing, cither at dinner or later, and to 
follow out the old idea of the laurels 
and the buys to the victor a candle
